Any porous (phenolic or 
unglazed ceramic) insulator absorbs moisture in storage unless stored in a dry 
climate (like the upper plains of Arizona).

Any shady tree auto mechanic will tell 
you how good that works for old ignition harnesses and distributor caps. If you 
want to go high tech there are some silicone oils made for that purpose. Glyptol 
doesn?t get it, it just sits on the surface and only wards off tracking when put 
on over dirt on a dry socket. Of course, scrub clean the socket using alcohol or 
acetone to get rid of dirt before treating with an insulating oil. If in doubt 
about socket dryness set the rig out in the sun ona hot, dry day, all day. Or 
set the rig next to a heater, but not close enough to scorch the rig. Treat the 
sockets while still warm. A hair dryer isn?t sufficient to deep dry the 
insulators, unless you want to hold the hair dryer for several hours.
